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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Tur Committee, to whom the educational interests of the 
town have been entrusted, in presenting their Annual Report, 
feel called upon to acknowledge with gratitude the fostering 
care and manifest blessing of the Great Ruler of the Universe, 
over these interests during the year. Through the imperfection 
of human agency, all has not been accomplished which could sin- 
cerely be desired, yet we think that an average prosperity in 
our schools can be truthfully reported. 

’ We were deprived of the counsel and assistance ot the wor- 
thy chairman of the Committee by his removal from town dur- 
ing the summer, which we much regretted. 


The prominent characteristics of the different schools so far 
as they can be presented in the short space allotted to this report, 
we regard substantially as follows: 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Mr. Henry C. Piper, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term, Miss H. Amelia Morse, Teacher, Dublin. 
The teacher entered upon the labors of this term with hopeful- 
ness and zeal. Though there seemed to be upon the part of 
some of the pupils a want of interest and animation, yet most 
of them made very good progress. The order and method of 
the school were commendable. 

The Winter term was under the direction of the same teach- 
er, and was characterized by the same good order and method 
of instruction. There was a manifest increase of interest on 
the part of the pupils, and if possible of zeal and fidelity on 
the part of the teacher. This teacher was well adapted to gain 
the love and confidence of her pupils. The strong attachment 
which existed between teacher and pupils was plainly evinced 
by the many tears shed at parting.

DISTRICT NO: IL. 

Mr. Franklin Bond, Prudential Committee: 

Summer Term,—Miss Sarah R. Holeth, Teacher, Diblini: 
This teacher by previous efforts has gained herself a good rep- 
utation, which was fully sustained in this effort. This is one of 
our best schools; and this term among the most successful.— 
By the hard labor and fidelity of the teacher, seconded by the’ 


pupils, excellent order was observed, thorough instruction man- 
ifested, and commendable progress made. 


The Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. J. Edwin 
Pierce, Dublin. At both the visits of the Committee the school 
appeared very well, yet the impression was, that it did not show 
that readiness at the close which might reasonably be expected 
from the former character and attainments of the scholars.— 
Here we find some of our best scholarsin town. We were sor- 
ry to see the minus sign in the column of deportment. 


DISTRICT NO. III. 


Mr. Nathan Whitney, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term,—Miss Hmigene L. Evleth, Teacher. This 
is a teacher of large experience, having taught many terms, and 
uniformly with excellent success. This was among the best 
conducted schools in town. The order was good. Nothing 
merely mechanical or superfluous in the management. Instruc- 
tion very thorough and progress commendable. The first class 
in grammar, composed of three young misses, deserve an hon- 
orable mention in this report as deserving much praise. 


Winter Term,—Frederic WM. Adams, Teacher, Dublin. Mr. 
Adams is a young man of fine educational talents, and the in- 
struction he imparts will be perfectly correct. The school ex- 
hibited some good characteristics, though to your committee it 
seemed that there was some want of interest. While some 
classes were somewhat deficient, many passed a good examina- 
tion. | 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


Mr. Harvey Learned, Prudential Committee. 

Summer Term,—J%ss Louisa V. Learned, Teacher, Dublin: 
The teacher of this term gained herself much credit by her fi- 
delity and effort. ‘The school appeared much benefitted under 
her direction. A good degree of interest was manifested. The 
classes seemed to be well acquainted with what they had been 
studying, and passed a good examination. 

Winter Term,—Zeonard E. Spalding, Peach Jaffrey. This 
school was not visited at the close on account of the impass- 
able state of the roads. From its appearance at the commence 
ment and from what could be ascertained from other sources; 
we have no doubt that it was a successful term. 
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DISTRICT NO. V. 


Mr. Ephraim Willard, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term,—Miss Hattie H. Willard, Teacher, Dublin. 
This was a small school and a short term. It was Miss Wil- 
lard’s first effort at teaching, which was quite successful. All 
her movements were quiet, and nothing said that was not nec- 
essary to manage the school and explain the lessons. The school 
was very orderly with but little effort of the teacher. Good 
progress was made in all branches. 


Winter Term,—. Charles F’. Starkweather, Teacher, Keene. 
It is much to be regretted that this term was not more success- 
ful. The teacher appeared well qualified in educational ac- 
quirements. It appeared to the Committee that some prejudi- 
ces existed at the commencement which proved disastrous to 
the interests of the school. The consequence was, your Com- 
mittee and a large majority of the district, thought it advisable 
to close the term at the expiration of 8 weeks. Though the 
term was not successtul, yet it was not an entire failure. Some 
progress was made. We heard some excellent reading—an im- 
portant branch in education—which the teacher was well quali- 
fied to teach. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 


Mr. J. K. Smith, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term—Miss Hmilie LZ. Morse, Teacher, Dublin.— 
Considering the difficulty of awakening and maintaining a deep 
interest where the number of pupils is so small, we think the 
teacher was deserving of much praise. The examination at 
the close of the school evinced a good degree of improvement, 
especially in those who had attended to Arithmetic and Geog- 
raphy. The behavior of the pupils was alike creditable to them- 
selves and their teacher. 


Winter Term,— Miss Eliza Adams, Teacher, Dublin. With 
a well experienced teacher, and scholars disposed to learn, and 
parents deeply interested, we look for good success. In no dis- 
trict is parental influence more strongly felt than in this. But 
one instance of tardiness and three of dismissal were found on 
the record for both terms. Here are found some excellent schol- 
ars. Classes were examined in many of the higher English 
branches, and a class of 8, somewhat advanced in Latin. All 
the classes passed a good examination. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


Mr. S. Dana Bemis, Prudential Committee. 

Summer Term,—Jiss Susie M. Mason, Teacher, Marlboro’. 
The Summer school was divided into two terms of eight weeks 
each, both under the instruction of the same teacher. In con- 
sequence of the largeness of the number and the smallness of — 
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the scholars this school presents to a teacher a hard and difficult 
task; and the improvement of the scholars could not be so great 
as in schools of an opposite character. This teacher labored 
with much fidelity to secure good order and improve scholars, 
many of which made commendable advancement. 


Winter Term,—lM. Ezekiel Diamond, Teacher, Concord. 
This Teacher possesses excellent attainments, and good capaci- 
ty to impart instruction to others. The term under the instruc- 
tion of a teacher so well qualified, was in many respects emi- 
nently successful. The order was fair, instruction thorough, and 
such as to give the pupil the clearest, understanding of his sub- 
ject. We were much interested in the examination of the/irst 
class in Arithmetic. Seldom do we find a class understanding 
so well, and better prepared to illustrate the principles of the 
science. ‘The County Commissioner in his report of this school 
says, “When scholars reciting in any study, can take any sub- 
ject named, first define it as a whole, then give its several divi- 
‘sions, take them up in order, and tell all about them, we are 
assured they know what it is to study and recite, and have been 
taught by one who understands what it is to educate.” 


DISTRICT NO. VIII. 


Messrs. J. K. Russell, S. Kimball, G. L. Wright, Prudential 
Committee. 


Summer Term,—Wiss V. W. Covell, Teacher, Royalston, Ms. 
The term was one of great value. Miss Covell, asin her former 
schools in this district, was indefatigable in her efforts for the 
welfare of her pupils. The school, though the largest in town, 
was under excellent discipline, each scholar having been taught 
to govern himself, whether the eye of the teacher was on him or 
not. While there was evident progress in all the branches the 
Committee were particularly pleased that Reading, Spelling and 
Recitation of extracts from approved authors, had received spe- 
cial attention. Singing also added acharm to the school. The 
motto of the school was, “not how jar, but how well.” The 
process of cramming the mind with knowledge, was justly held 
in subordination to that higher phase of education, the training 
the mind to think, to reason, and investigate for itself; thus ac- 
quiring something of that discipline which is of incalculable im- 
portance in after life. 


Fall and Winter Terms were under the direction of the same 
teacher and present substantially the same general characteris- 
tics.' Equally successful so far as can be judged, though the 
Winter term has-not yet closed. Very seldom does a teacher 
eonduct the, same school for so many consecutive terms, of. 
which the present is the sixth, and so fully sustain the. interest 
and order of the school, ; 
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DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Mr. Bela Morse, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term,—Wiss Adelaide N. Jones, Teacher, Dublin. 
‘This was the first effort of the teacher in the art of teaching, 
put the advancement of the school, and its appearance at the 
close, might in a good degree satisfy a more experienced teach- 
er. This was the smallest school in town, yet the teacher seem- 
ed to find employment to profitably occupy her six hours in the 
day. 

Winter Term,— Miss Josephine A. Flint, Teacher, Roxbury. 
The school presented the elements of a good school. A 
teacher well qualified, and as far as the Committee could judge, 
well disposed scholars. There was one decided excellence which 
we did not see in many other schools. The teacher paid par- 
ticular attention to teaching the elementary principles of read- 
ing—the sounds and power of the letters. Good progress made. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 


Mr. E. G. Bemis, Prudential Committee. 


Summer Term,—Miss Martha H. Mason, Teacher, Marlbo- 
rough. This term was conducted by a new beginner in the art 
of teaching, who was very conscientious and faithful. There 
might have been a want of animation and energy to ensure the 
largest success, and this same want was seen in the pupils. We. 
think, however, that it was a very fair school, and appeared to 
give good satisfaction to the district. 


Winter Term,—Miss Hvlyn S. Upton, Teacher, Stoddard.— 
Here we found a hard working and pains-taking teacher. She 
seemed to infuse into the pupils a good degree of animation.— 
The closing examination evinced that her labor had been ap- 
preciated andimproved. The average attendance in this scheel 
awas affected by sickness of the scholars. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Nuw Enewanp has expended large sums of money to edu- 
cate her sons and daughters; and they are found in all parts of 
the world, elevating and purifying the social and moral mass.— 
The advantages of public instruction in this town are superior 
to most towns in the State. These advantages in many in- 
stances have been well improved, and many worthy, intelligent 
men and women have gone out from our schools to bless the 
world. More money might profitably be expended, greater ef- 
forts made, and these advantages much increased. 
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Various causes have contributed to produce the success of 
our schools the past year. The several Prudential Committees 
have exercised much care and judgment in the selection of 
good teachers, and in almost every instance have been success- 
ful. The Teachers have evinced a commendable emulation to 
gain, or sustain a good name, and to faithtully discharge their 
duty. No small share of their success depends upon the inter- 
est, co-operation and influence of Parents. We find our best 
schools, most orderly scholars, best moral deportment, least tar- 
dy and dismissal marks, and in all respects most interested 
scholars in those districts where the Parents are most interest- 
ed. 

Many of our school houses are in good condition, and some 
very pleasant and attractive, still some need repairing, or to be 
replaced by new ones, in more pleasant localities. 

The study of Geography occupies an important and promin- 
ent place in the exercises of the school; but this branch can- 
not be successfully perused without the use of an artificial 
Globe. Your Committee would earnestly recommend that one 
for each district should be procured by subscription, or other- 
wise. A sufiicient portion of the school money to procure them 
would be a profitable investment. 


Reading takes the first place among the branches to be taught 
in school. Sufficient time perhaps is occupied in the exercise 
of reading, but far too little attention paid to teaching the ele- 
mentary principles. In but few schools did we find much at- 
tention given to the sounds and power of the letters, the rules 
of Orthography, the cultivation and inflections of the voice, 
which it is highly important to teach. It is to be regretted 
that in some schools, some of the larger scholars leave so as 
not to be present at the closing examination. It isto be hoped 
that all wHl feel so much interest for the Teacher’s feelings, for 
the good appearance of the school, and the honor of the dis- 
trict, that they will be present at the close. 


“Knowledge is power.” Education increases an individual’s 
power to exert an infinence in society. That influence may 
be good or bad according to the principles which control it. 
To insure a good influence, it must be controlled by correct 
moral principles. Therefore it is to be hoped that the teachers 
will not overlook that part of their duty required by the laws 
of the State, and of God, to impart correct moral principles to 
their pupils. Cultivate the heart as well as the intellect.
